•ively a nillltary one, will, proliaWy, ere 
lung (iinkaa ahamluned by Government) 
I* thrown open to arttlen, aome mforma- 
ln m regarding it may br acceptable to the 
readrri of Ihil journal, ai the result uf 

■ wo tiiiu ta the place, and a reaideaice 
there nn • late occaiioD, of upwarda of 
four monlhi. Like all other new tettle- 
menU. Ihi> lias had no lack of entbuiiai- 
tH MUajMMHM, tome of them partiei inte- 
retted in buoying up Ihe deluaive hopes 
enlertainrd at home of ita capabilities for 
gmwiog umhiij valuable artichM of Uo- 
pical pnidui'lion, and of ill becoming an 
rin|Kitium from which Hritiah goods arr 
in Ijt iinported into thr Celrbei and uthri 
■•lands of ihe aoulhern portiun of tlie 
Indian Archipelago, in excliangt fur the 
produce ol tiieie placei. It has alau been 
considered aa well adapted for a port of 
refuge fin crrwi of veaaela ihipwrecked in 
J'ortrt strailj. 

On making Ihe Laud in Ihe neighbour- 
hood i if Port Euingion, from seaward, it 
appear* very low, and thickly wooded, 
mil lung hut an unvarying outline nftreei 
being v ni hie until It iitlinely approached 
The rnnaina of a beacon on Point Hmith 
poini out (he boundary of thr Port, and it 
Is h->i unlit after having proceeded ten or 
Iwrlir miles up the harhuur, that the iet- 
llemcnl appraea in sight. The harbour, sis - 
Irtn mihet in length, ii wide and safe, but 
■■it easy uf aeceas, on account or a danger 
oiii rerf off the entrance , with a channel 
■in rither iide. There being an ricellent 
Admiralty chart uf the Port, and publish 
ed tailing dirertiooi by the mailer of 
H U.S. Alt <j/* tor, the navigation ii reu 
dered easy to any one provided with either 
of these. V raws Is gene rails anchor at Irsa 
I ban half a mile froha the iWre. 

The arttleateat of Y'ktoria, founded in 
I Ha 7. by Sir 0oar>o« Bauaa, is built 
upon (he promontory of MiHto Head, rt- 
inarkahhiiWa ralher high while cliff at 
onr rmrmity, on the m limit of which a 
small fuit uf brock house baa been erected, 
while at the other end a neat and com - 
mudtous hospital appears among Ihe Ireea. 
Mi.lw.i; belweeii these two, the bank, 
which ti there Ion . has been cut into to 
form a rued leading down to thr piet, a 
roiawua structure, accessible to small boats 
ot nearly all times of the tide. The 
buildings arr few in number, til uf wood, 
of the simplest construction, and were 
chiefly brought in frame from Sydney. 
They an all, without even the eicejitlon 
of (hoar smiard upon si one foundations, 
more or lea infested with white an is, 
which have, in nnie cases dune consider - 
ahlr damage, by hollowing out (he 
and other principal support!. The 
ml uf Government House and the 
mess room, tuth very paltry and insecure 
etljlVes, also four stores, two built entirely 
of wood, and two having foorsdationi of 
■lour The oBirrt, with I be ercTplion of 
Ihe surgeon, arr not suifahlv ercojmmn- 
daled. The mrn air lodged in small 
huli, mat uf « btch are constructed of 
ree ls, and are very unconfonabk in wet 

■ rather. 

Thrre ia a plentiful supply of water 
frnni aortal wella, aud furluiay i<f course 
be obtained in any quantity. 

The present ratablishmeht ai port Ks- 
ungion airivtd in Ntnrcmhcr, Ie-i4, aid 
relieved tin original party (including a 



melons. The forenoon of Saturday il 
allowed as a holiday, and » lishing party 
generally goes out; besides which, the 
natives occasionally bring in Ash, oysters, 
and palm -cabbage ; but auch supplies arc 
precarious indeed. When lo these is 
added an occasional wild guoieor wallaby, 
I think 1 have eabausted the rutin vie- 
lualling department. There is probably 
not a ship its thr Hi unh navy the men of 
which are not better victualled than the 
residents uf Port Ellington. 

The Aborigines scarcely differ physi- 
cally from those of New South Wale*, 
and their manners and customs are very 
similar. There hii never been shown on 
their part any feelings of hostility tow ard 
Europeans , although at the two former 
nrighbouring settlements tin Melville 
Island aud at Raines's Bay the natives and 
whites frequently came into coNiilun, and 
many lives wereloilon both sides, lngene- 
ral they are suflicienliy honest, and many 
are domesticated among the settle™. One 
whom I hate had with me for the last nine 
niniilln, displays more than usual intelli- 
gence, ».m a great favourite on board the 
rVy, and has now become a mast useful 
servant. They frequently rcco..ipauy the 
Bugis to Macassar at the rkjst of the Tre ■ 
pang season, returning in « lie following 
year. Probably not moir lhan 30(1 in- 
habit the Cobuuig Peninsula, and these 
are divided into fuur tribes speaking dif- 
ferent Languages. 

The country, throughout such parti of 
(he Cuburg Peninsula at 1 have visited, 
ia generally eomj.n«»J of low- UBdulattng 
hilla, alterualiog with plains of small ex- 
tent, intenecled by creeks and lagoons of 
salt ualrr, and rilentive mangrove 
swamp* about the heads of the various 
bays. Although there are several itreanii 
and a few lagoons, the country may be 
•aid to be badly, because unequally, sup- 
plied with freak water. These Itgoons 
are invariably dried up towards the end of 
Ihe dry leason. The forest land, which 
coiulilutci thiee-founhs of the district, 
shows a suiface atnwed with irnnMone, 
indicative of the sterility which there 
rrignu; but there are a few scattered lo- 
calities, Hooded in winter, where ill anil 
is rich, of which the ■ilen is one. Thii 
is probably about twu acies in extent, and in 
il may lie srrn specimens or many valua- 
ble tropical planls — arrow root, sugarcanes, 
turmeric, indigo, breadfruit, jack-fruit, 
co| ion of two kinds, ttt. ; yams, iweet 
potaloe?, bananas, pineapples, melons, 
pumpkins, and cucumbers, thrive there 
remarkably well In Ihe thick jungles 
also the soil is very rich, lieing com posed 
chiefly of decayed vegetable matter. The 
indigenous plants of importance olherwiae 
lhan as producing titnher of various kinds 
are a true nutmeg (Muritlien laxrifulia) 
a large tree w hich produces excellent col- 
Inn, and Ihe cabbagr-ualin (Staforlhiatlt- 
ii a ui), ihe young shoot of which is truly a 
delicious vrgrtablr. 

The spoilsman may always find abun- 
dance or occupation at Port Kstington, on 
many of Ihe lagoons the quantity of geese 
and ducks is astuuishtng. 1 have t*en 
one of a smalt party which procurrd thirty 
five of the former in the course uf a morn- 
ing, within an miles of llir settlement. 
Wallabys are also suflicienliy plentiful 
to ensuie goad sport. There are a few 
wild dogs , hot ns yet their depredations 
have been conn Bed to the occasional eat- 
ing of S pike-apede tn the gardes, and tha 
rascals always contrive to choose the 
ripest. Alligators an numerous, and 
occasionally cany of dogs, but they sel 
eWun attack man \ although 1 know of 
three instances where uslives while swim- 
ming hare been severely lacerated by 
these animals. Snakes ate probably more 
plentiful than in any other known part of 
Australia ; fortunately nut more than 
Iwo or three out of probably Iw ent) spe- 
cie' are puiaunou*. The harmless kind* 
frequently enter houiei, aud I have seen 
l wo killrd in the mess- room during meal 
hours. Mnsquitus are very numerous 
and troublesome, eipeciilly in the bush in 
the neighbourhood of aWampy ground Pew 
liarboiin in the world are better aiipplird 
with Dan than Port Eaainglon, and this 
with oysters and other shell fish couiti- 
tuie ihe chief rood of the aborigines. 

The year at Port Kwington is divided 
into Iwo seasons, the dry and the ratay 
The former generally huts from the mid- 
dle of Hatch to the beginning or October , 
hut as its Inn in depend opon the changes 
of the monsoons in the neighbouring sens, 
which are by no means regular, or course 
its duration varies. During ill eonti 
nuancr ihe heat is excessive, the thermi 
meter ringrs during ihe day from 81 lo US 
degrrrs, and often stands abovr IWi de- 
gree*. ] have Trequenlly in DcUibet and 
Nuvembei, whiih are by no rurarrs the 
boltesl months, Men it at high as 'Ji de- 
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irreei ai 8, a.m. For days together, there 
is uctasioiially not a breath uf wind , bul 
usually Ihe lea bree/e seta in during the 
fureoouu, and li ellhrr aucceedrd by a 
land wind, or a calm lasting all night. 
Rain seldom rails at thii time, and is ge- 
nerally in Ihe iha|ie of passing showers. 
During the rainy season, the temperature 
falls only a few degrees. It is usually 
ushered in hy violent squalls of wind and 
run, which arc continued at intervals 
throughout the season. The quautity uf 
rain which then falls is Very greal. and 
fills all the lagoons and water hules, while 
vrgrlaliou advances with gteat rapidity. 

The climate of Port Kuingtun is deci- 
dedly unhealthy,— thr burying -ground of 
(he settlement tells this late iu language 
not to be misunderstood. Intermittent 
fever is endemic, and, hy repeated 
attacks, breaks down the strongest con- 
stitution, Pint leu than twrlve men 
have been in hospital at once for this 
complaint, while rot many months toge- 
ther only mlita.iy cases occur. But the 
most fatal complaint is a kind uf con- 
tinued fever which occasionally niakrs its 
appearance in tliii place. Passing by 
altogether the ravages which il coinmilled 
among (he Hist party, I may mention 
thai it broke out among the present one 
three mouths after its arrival, and carried 
«ff four prrioui. Ojilhalinia js prevalent 
at limes, hut selduin causes l he loss of 
eyrsighl. l iters uf the feel and legs arc 
coin ni on and ie,y difficult lu heal, uftep 
arising from inusquito bites and lulling 
ruts or scratches, A visitor to Port Hs- 
sington naturally points lo the immense 
ealent or mud and mangrove swamps left 
dry at low water, and then acted upon hy 
ihe fierce rays uf a tropical sun, as the 
source or a suaem likely lo produce fever 
and ague. A luge swamp of this kind, 
covered only at spring tides, exists close 
to the settlement, within 400 yards of the 
hospital. Thr nuaiou* exhalation* from 
any or these swamps are at times so 
powerful » to produce a (eeling of nausea 
in any one walking over them. 

In treating of Port Essingtou with re- 
gard to iti eligibility as a settlement. I 
shall be as brief at is consistent with the 
imporuiice of Ihe subject. Commencing 
with the natural capabilities of ihe soil, 
there are two great drawbacks tu be cun> 
sidered t first, the very small amount of 
land available for agricultural 
puses [ and, secondly, ihe excessive 
and it n health in ess of the climate, 
which wuuld render neceisary the inlro- 
duclion of labourers frjin India or the 
neighbouring archipelago. There are a 
few s[wts where by means nf a well regu- 
lated system (if irrigation, a sufficiency of 
rice and sugar might be raised tu meet 
the wanla of a small colony ; but even 
should tlie ainuunt produced be unlimited, 
Porl EMingiotr would nevvr be able Ui 
compete with the neighbouring islands, 
and the settlers would find it more profit- 
able to purchase thsn tu raise these 
articles. With respect lu the raising or 
other produce, it need only be borne in 
mind that for months together during the 
dry season there may be only a few pass- 
ing shuweri, the imprcsiiun or which is 
removed by neat day's sun ; while, nn the 
other hand, during the rains the only good 
land m the place it converted either into 
a marsh or a shallow lagoou. Port 
ICssitigiort, tu«, can seal. he : ftHnJsVtrejtt a 
country adapted for the rearing or cattle, 
■nd sheep are altogether out or the ques- 
tion. At must a few hundred head or the 
former arr all that thr Cohurg Peninsula 
can possibly maintain. 

1 have alluded in the commencement 
or this article lu the expectations held out 
by aome, of Port Katingtoii becoming a 
market to which lite Malays are to resort 
end exchange Ihe various valuable pru- 
d mt ions or the Indian Archipelago fur 
British goods. The prime mover and 
subsequent supporlrr of this project is Mr. 
K.sjii., who has descanted largely on the 
subject. 'I hrsr riprclalinns were founded 
on the well-known fact that a large fleet of 
trials from Macassar have, from lime im- 
memorial — at least long previous to ita 
discovery by Europeans — annually visited 
the north coast of New Holland, tu prose- 
cute the hshety of trepang or hrthr la 
arer, a large sea-slug, the lloiittkuria of 
naluralisls, an article in great request 
with Ihe Chinese. In January and Fe- 
bruary, IS 15, seven or eight proahs, each 
of about twenty tons burthen, and each 
manned by about thirty men, arrived at 
fori Kssiugtou, aud remained during the 
icaaon. I was infuriued that f roin seventy 

10 one hundred is the annual number 
which visit the north coast, where they 
locale themselves in small parlies in thr 
carious bays, from the Cuburg Peninsula 
on the wrst as lai to the eastward as half 
way down the Gulph of Cstpeularia. 
The trcpang ii caughl Ly diving in shoal 
ualer, boiled for a short time in shallow 
iron vessels, cul open, re -boiled in a de- 
coction of mangrovr hark, and dried in 
stages over a lire in long houses or sheds 
of bamboo, after which il is packed up 
teady for the Chinese market. Owing to 
the exclusive monopoly m joyed hy the 
Dutch (under whose flag these proahs 
sail) in Us nasar, aud ihe enormous and 
almost prohibitory duties on the im- 
portation of British goods, it is useless to 
hope for any inifux of trade lo Port Bs- 
singlon from that quarter, unless under a 
new commercial treaty ; nor as yet have 
the Malaya (or strictly speaking the 
bugis) brought into the settlement any- 
thing for sate eacrpt a little rice and a 
few fowls and cocoa nuts. 

As a port or refuge (us the enws or 
vctsrli shipwrecked on the Ureal Harrier, 
and the inner detached reefs of Torres 
Straits, Port Ksaingion is ill adapted. 

11 is distant upwards uf MX) miles, nearly 
due went from Booby Island, consequently 
a slight error in longitude (at all limes 
di Steal t to ascertain in boat navigation! 
may cause the port lo he missed, from ihe 
general uniformity of aspect of Ihe whole 
north roast, and want or high ground or 
"l tin prominent land marks The dis- 
tance lo Coupang is mot much greater, and 
ihe mountains range of Timor is visi- 
ble from a great distance.
